June 14, 1864. — Adjourned Annual Meeting. 

The President in the chair. „ 

Mr. P. H. Storer was elected a member of the Rumford 
Committee, to fill the vacancy left at the annual election. 
Professor Goodwin presented the following papers : — 

I. Note on Thucydides, I. 22. 

In the following passage of Dionysius of Halicarnassus {Art. Rhetor. 
XL 2, p. 398 R.) we find the original of the famous saying, History is 
philosophy teaching by examples. (See Bolingbroke's Letters on His- 
tory, No. 2, p. 14.)

It will be seen that Dionysius professes to give merely the idea 
contained in the passage quoted from the preface of Thucydides 
(I. 22). That passage, however, as it stands in our editions of Thu- 
cydides, contains no such idea. It reads : ocnw be PovK^o-ovrat tS>v re 

yevopevav to vacpes o-Kojreiv Kal t&v peWovrav eo~eo~6ai, ixpehipa Kpiveiv 

avra apKovvras e£ei. It is commonly translated, I shall be well content, 
if so many as shall wish to have a clear view, not merely of the past, but 
also of what will in all human probability be like or analogous (to the 
past) in the future, shall judge my work (avra) to be profitable. The 
difficulties in the way of this interpretation are wellnigh insuperable, 
and one of the acutest modern editors, Kriiger, gives up the passage, 
in his last edition, as utterly hopeless. At all events, it is certain that 
Dionysius found a very different idea in the passage as it stood in his 
day. It will be noticed that he makes the word axpe"kipa a part of the 
relative clause introduced by So-ot fiovkrjo-ovTai. This suggests at once 
a slight change in the punctuation of the common text of Thucydides, 
which will, we think, remove the chief difficulties both in construction 
and sense. We propose to remove the comma after eo-eo-$ai and to 
insert it after Kpiveiv, so that the construction shall be : oaroi ^ovXrjo-ovrai 

t&v tc yevopevcov to o-a<f>es o-Koireiv Kal tS>v peWovrav axpeXipa Kpiveiv, 

aura apKovvras e£ei. The phrase tu>v peWovrtov ui'pz'ktp.a Kpiveiv will mean 
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to draw (i. e. from the past) useful inferences for the future, the geni- 
tive peWovrasv being used with a><f>e\ipa for the sake of parallelism with 
ra>v yevopevav t6 o-a(j>es. We consider axpeXipa a kindred accusative 
after Kpiveiv, the phrase bemg equivalent to Kpio-iv w<j>i\ipov Kpiveiv, which 
no one will think too harsh a construction for Thucydides, especially 
in such an involved sentence. Compare Plat. Eep. II. 360 E: ttjv 
Kp'uriv Kpivai 6p6S>$, and N. Test. JOH. VII. 24 : Trpi BiKaiav Kpiaiv Kpivare, 
judge righteous judgment. See also Luc. XX. 47 : paxpa irpoo-evxovrai, 
they make long prayers. The omission of the antecedent of oa-oi is 
illustrated by ThuC. I. 82 : dve7ri(pdovov Be, oa-oi acnrep Kai fjixeh xmb 
to>v 'Adrjvaimu cmpovXeiopeda. The whole passage will then read : —

absence of fables in it (my history) wiU perhaps appear less agreeable ; 
still it will be satisfactory as it is (avrd, notwithstanding the to pr) 
pvQaBes) for all who shall wish not merely to have a clear view of the 
past, but also to draw useful inferences in regard to events which will 
hereafter in all human probability be like or analogous (to the past). 
And it is composed as a possession for all time, rather than as a mere 
prize essay to be listened to for the moment. 

Having (as we think) interpreted the passage in Thucydides by the 
help of Dionysius, we may perhaps restore the passage in Dionysius 
from Thucydides. It is clear that the construction is defective, as it 
now stands ; for ixpeXipa can hardly be governed by o-Koweiv, and that 
certainly was not the construction used by Thucydides. We must 
therefore simply restore the last word Kpiveiv to the quotation in 
Dionysius, and govern xpyo-tiai by Xeyet (or some such word) under- 
stood ; so that the sense shall be, he tells all such persons (i. e. oo-oi 
Povkrjo-ovrai, k. t. X.) to study history. 

II. Notes on two Passages in the Second Philippic of 
Demosthenes. 

1. In Demosthenes, Phil. II. § 35 (p. 74, 6 - 10), we find the 
following passage in all the older editions : etao-rov vpav, Kafarep dxpi^Zs 

elBora, Spas iwavapvr)o-ai fioCXopai ris 6 &a>Keas Kai IlvXas ireiirus v pa s 

•npoko-dai, k. t. X. Most modern editors, including Bekker and Dindorf, 
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retain the same reading, transposing the words ireia-as and vpas vari- 
ously in accordance with different manuscripts, none of which are of 
the highest authority. The last words are interpreted, whatever order 
is followed, who persuaded you to abandon the Phocians and Ther- 
mopylae ? There is no great difficulty in applying this to* the inaction 
of the Athenians at the time of the ratification of their treaty with 
Philip in 346 B. C., when Philip was marching upon their friends, the 
Phocians. Demosthenes had just referred (§ 30) to his own vigorous 
attempts to rouse the Athenians to action at that time: — irpoti\eyov 
Ka\ StepapTvpovpr)v Ka\ ovk eta>p irpoearBai IlvXas ov&e $a>K«as, — a passage 
to which the corruption of § 30 in the inferior MSS. is perhaps due. 

But in the passage from § 35 (quoted above) the word vpas is 
omitted in the best two MSS. (2. and Aug. 1) ; and in 2., whose 
single authority ought to be above appeal in such a case, we have 
jroiijo-as substituted for vpas, the order being ris 6 iaxeas irua-as <a\ 
Hvkas Trotrja-as Trpoeo-dai. In 2. we have also iiravapipvfjcrKfcrBai for 
iiravapvijcrai. In Voemel's larger edition of the public orations of 
Demosthenes (Demosthenis Gontiones, Cfraece et Latine, Halis Saxo- 
num, 1857) we find both these corrections adopted from 2.; but 
the translation shows that the editor still retains the interpretation 
of the old text, considering the rejected vpas as still understood 
with both participles. He translates : unusquisque vestrum, licet probe 
gnarus, tamen etiam revocet velim sibi in memoriam, quis suaserit ut 
Phocenses, quisfecerit ut Pylas proieceritis. Westermann in his school 
edition adopts the same text, but has no note to show that he suspects 
the common interpretation. It would hardly have occurred to any one 
who was not familiar with the ordinary reading and interpretation to 
translate ris 6 <ba>Keas jreicras feat IlvXas iroir](ras irpoecrBai in >any Other 
way than, who was it who persuaded the Phocians and caused them to 
abandon Thermopylae. A slight reference to the circumstances of 
Philip's passage of Thermopylae will show that nothing else could 
have been meant by Demosthenes. The orator tells us (Fals. Leg. 
§ 58, p. 359) that, when the embassy reached Athens, Philip had 
already presented himself at Thermopylae and was making promsies 
to the Phocians who held the pass, in the hope of being admitted 
without opposition. The Phocians put no faith in Philip's promises, 
but sent to Athens for advice. Their ambassadors were present in the 
very Athenian assembly in which Aeschines made his pretended dis- 
closures of Philip's real intentions towards the Phocians, and they 
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returned in the full belief that Philip would pass Thermopylae as 
their friend. 'Ryovvro, oib' el beicd/as $ikimros airovs e^rfnara, ovSewoT av

On their arrival the pass was surrendered 
to Philip by a regular convention, and all the cities in Phocis were 
surrendered peaceably into his hands. The following passages from 
Demosthenes (Fals. Leg. §§ 61 - 63) will remove all doubts : —

2. In the same oration, § 27 (p. 72, 12), we find in most editions 
this passage : dXX' vpels ol Kal o~vviivres avrol Kal twv \ey6vrav axovovres 
Tjpaiv a>s iirij3ovXeveo , 6e, a>s irepioToi)(i£ecrde, e k tov pr/Siv rjdt) it o i ij a a i 
Xfja-eB', ins epol SoKel, isdvff (ndvra ravra or irdvra) wropelvavres.

reads &o-re prfiev rjhrj jroteXv Xrj o-eo-6', k. t. X. No editor, however, 
has adopted this reading, except Voemel in the Halle edition above 
mentioned, and he gives the passage an interpretation which we think 
the words will hardly bear. We venture, therefore, to call attention to 
it as more Demosthenic than the common reading. It seems hardly 
possible that any one can have been deterred from accepting this 
reading by any difficulty in interpreting ware prjtiev 9817 iroielv. We 
need merely refer to Plat. Gorg. 479 C : irav voiovo-iv, &o-re bixyv p.r) 
bibovai, they do everything, to avoid suffering punishment, where mare 
fit) bibovai is almost equivalent to the final clause, tva pfj diSSio-iv. The 
whole sentence will thus mean : but you, — who not only understand 
for yourselves, but also learn from us orators, how you are plotted 
against, how you are encompassed by toils, — in order to avoid imme- 
diate action, will, it seems to me, insensibly submit to everything. 

We should hesitate to accept the form Xfja-ea-ff, for Xrja-eff, with the 
participle without better authority, especially as oj (the abbreviation 
for o-ff) and 6 would be so easily confused. Even if we admitted the 
middle form here, we should consider it as equivalent to Xrjo-ere in its 
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neuter sense; Voemel, however, translates \rjo-ea-6e iravff mropeivavres, 
immemores eritis omnia vos tolerasse, and gives the following note : 
oblivio priorum malorum praecipuum imprudentiae et desidiae signum 
est. But the aorist participle with \av6dve>, rvyxdva, and similar verbs, 
seems to have no more force as a past tense than the aorist subjunctive 
or imperative does ; see evXafieto-Oai py Xrjo-ere SuupBapevres, to take care 
lest you shall find yourselves insensibly corrupt, Plat. Gorg. 487 D ; 
fiovkoiprjv av \adelv avrov direXdav, to get off without his knowing it, 
XeN. An. I. 3, 17 ; roi/s av6pd>irovs Xtjo-opev eirureo-ovres, An. VII. 3, 43. 
"With such verbs the present participle is used in its ordinary sense, 
denoting a continued action, while the aorist expresses a momentary 
act coincident with that of the verb, and the perfect seems to have 
been used when a special reference to the past was required in the 
participle. Thus, e-rvxov onXirai Kadevdovres, soldiers happened to be 
sleeping, Thuc. IV. 113; arparia ervx* irapeXBovaa, an army happened 
to march, VI. 61 ; eriyxovov ol o-rpa.Tt]yol apri irapciXt)<p6Tes rf/v dpx^v, 
the generals happened to have just assumed their authority, VI. 
96 ; eav ns rjSiKtjKas n rvyx&vji ttjv nokiv, if it shall happen that any 
one has done any wrong to the city, Dem. Cor. § 123. So X^o-ere 
irdvff virop.eiva.vTes will not mean, you will forget that you have endured 
everything, but you will insensibly {before you know it) submit to 
everything. 

Dr. A. A. Gould presented the Annual Eeport of the Libra- 
rian, which was accepted, and a recommendation to increase 
the salary of the Assistant Librarian was referred to the 
Finance Committee.
